It is also important to realize that the applica-
tion process itself is a good way to prepare for
Academy life. Therefore, it is highly recom-
mended that students take the initiative to man-
age their own interview process.

One of the greatest honors 1 have as a Congressman is to
nominate outstanding and deserving students from my
district to onr U.S. Services Academies. Your interest in
a military career and desire to serve our country is
commendable. To be considered, you must meet eligibility
requirements established by law and receive an official
nomination from your member of the House of
Representatives. You may also seek a nomination from
your U.S. Senators and from the Vice President of the
United States. 1 recommend that you excplore these
options as well.

Congressional Nominations

U.S. Service Academies

These basic eligibility requirements must be
met as of July 1 of the year of admission to a
U.S. Setrvice Academy:

e Reside in the 2nd District to receive a

nomination from Congressman Jared Polis

e Be atleast 17 years old, but not have passed
your 23rd birthday (25th birthday for the
Merchant Marine)

o Be alegal United States Citizen

¢ Be unmarried, not pregnant, and should
have no legal obligations to supportt children
or other dependents

Based on the recommendations from a
Congtressional Panel, each Representative will
nominate up to 10 applicants for each U.S.
Service Academy vacancy. This panel, along
with staff, will review application packets and
conduct interviews. Once this process is
complete, Congressmen Jared Polis will
review the recommendations and confirm the
final applicants. At all times, the U.S. Service
Academy has the ultimate responsibility to
appoint based on several “whole person”
factors such as: academic record,
extracurricular activities, community setvice,
athletic activities, critical skills, physical
aptitude, ACT and/or SAT scores, leadership
potential, medical qualifications, and diversity
in perspective. Our job is to conduct a proc-
ess where we can nominate qualified and di-
verse candidates to our U.S. Service ~ Acad-

emies.

October 1: Candidate applications due

Late October-Early November: Candidate
interviews - dates are based on the number of
applicants
